SAYS HE 1S STOCKHOLDER 


Oficers of Company Assert It Is in. 
Good Condition, 


JUDGE LUMPKIN ISSUES AN ORDER 


Company Cannot Transfer the Asso- 
ciation’s Property, but Business 
Is Allowed To Continue as 
Before—Officers Talk 
Encouragingly. 


R. P. Conner, asserting that he is a 
stockholder in the enterprise, yesterday 
filed a petition in the superior court ask- 
‘ng for a reciever for and injunction 
against the Interstate Building and Loan 
Associaticn. 

The petition was filed through the pe- 
titioner’s attorneas, J. Li Hopkins & 
Sons, and Hammond & Skeen, andj asked 
that a temporary receiver be appointed. 
Judge J. fH. Lumpkin issued a temporary 
crder restraining the company from sel- 
ling, transferring or encvmbering any of 
the property, but allowed it to continue 
the usual course of business until further 
order. 

He did appoint a temporary receiver 
and ordered that the defendants show 
cause before him in the superior court on 
the morning of the i4th why the prayers 
of the petitioner should not be granted. 

An interesiing feature in connection 
with the petition of R. P. Connor is the 
fact that up to the hour of filing that pe- 
tition, the Interstate Building and Loan 
Association was the only association of 
its kind in the city against which an ap- 
plication had not been made for reciever. 

Several companies durirg the past few 
weeks have put in hands of receivers 
and it said that having to pay back taxes 
to the state and county in accordance with 
a recent decision of the supreme court of 
Georgia is responsible for the state of 
affairs. 

In his petition t» the court, R. P. Con- 
nor sets forth that he was a ho!der of 
stock in the association to the value of 
$138, which had been issued to him in 
December of 1896. He charges that the 
concern is ebsolutely insolvent and al- 
leges that the assets consist of loans on 
real estate of less than $150,000, the real 
value of which, according to the petition, 
is $190,000, 

Continuing, the petitioner avers that in 
1897 the business of the association was in 
excellent condition, but that since then, 
so the petitioner says, there has been a 
great fallirg off in business. He asserts, 
the fact that other concerns have gone 
into hands of receivers recently has had 
the effect of causing distrust among those 
who might patronize sich enterprises. 

The petitioner states that the recent tax 
decision of the supreme court will cause 
n large expenditure to be made by the 
company for back taxes.- He says’ that 
the building and loan company has not 
paid to the city of Atlanta the taxes due 
by it, which, according to the petition, 
will aggregate $20,000, 

The petitioners prayed that the officers 
of the association be restrained from dis- 
pcsing of any of the property and that a 
receiver be appointed. 

The officers of the company are A. McD. 
Wilson, president; A. S. Seals, vice presi- 
dent, and W. H. Scott, secretary and 
general manager. The ussociation begun 
business in 1891. 

President Wilson was asked about the 
matter last night, but stated that he 
knew nothing of it. He said that there 
must be some mistaie as his company 
was in a scund condition and perfectly 
able to ray anything that may be stand- 
ing against it. 

Mr. Sveott, the secretary and general 
manager, also evinced surprise at the in- 
formation that a petition for reciever had 
been filed egainst the association. He said 
he had hevrd absolutely nothing concern- 
ing the petition, but asserted that one of 
the attorneys mentioned in the petition 
had written him in regard to stock of a 
Mr. Conner, @& Texas. 

“I replied to the lawyer,’’ said Mr. 
Scott, “that the stockholder had made no 
application for ths withdrawal of his 
holdings and that I knew nothing of what 
he wanted. That is abcut all I know 
about the case. The company is in good 
condition.’’

Says Men Are Well Treated: 
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HE REFERS TO MR. POWELI

Does Not Believe There Will Be Any 
Strike—Mr. Powell Makes a 
Statement. 


J. S. B.. Thompson, assistant reneral 
Superintendent of the Southern Railway 
Company, when asked yesterday if there 
were any new developments in the rumor 
of a contemplated strike upon the part 
of the telegraphers of the Southern rail- 
way, said: 

“There is really nothing new in this sit- 
uation, except what more fully confirms 
that which we have already known, name- 
ly, that there mever was anything in this 
situation worthy of the serious considera- 
tion of sensible people; no dissatisfaction 
exists wiih the telegraphers in the em- 
ploy of the Southern Railway Company 
touching their service or condition. They 
have presented no grievances; they have 
none to present, as far as the officials 
of the railway company have been ad- 
vised by autfforitative sources; lf any do 
exist, the way is fully open for the men 
to present them and the men thoroughly 
understand this; furthermore, they thor- 
oughly understand that any matter af- 
fecting their interests will be properly 
considered by the officials of the railway 
company, and that there is nothing in the 
way of their getting their cases, of what- 
soever nature they may be, afforded prop- 
er, consideration by the officials of the 
company. All this talk upon the part of 
Mr. Powell, the president of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers, is mere bluff and 
it will prove futile. 

“It is a movement upon the part of Mr. 
Powell and his associates inaugurated 
solely for their own selfish. purposes and 
one with which the rank and file of the 
telegraphers of the Southern railway have 
no sympathy and towards which they 
are giving no support. 

‘“‘Mr,. Powell has gone about this matter 
in the wrong way. He has clearly shown 
that he is not laboring for the good inter- 
est of the men whom he would have you 
understand he represents, but his sole 
object is to air his own importance, create 
dissention and to benefit therebv. 

‘‘,he truth of the matter is, the South- 
ern Railway Company has no earthly ob- 
jection to its employees becoming mem- 
bers of the Order of Railway Telegraph- 
ers’ organization, or any other organiza- 
tion they may proper to join, any 
more than for these men to embrace any 
creed or political party faith. That mat- 
ter cuts no figure in the employment of 
men by the Southern Railway Company. 
Its men are selected to discharge certain 
duties in connection with the conduct of 
its business. They are selected wholly 
with reference to their capacity for dis- 
charging such duties and the question as 
to what creed, party or to what special 
order that employee belongs is not consid- 
ered. He may belong to as many, or to 
none, as he sees proper and it makes no 
difference with the railway company so 
long as he discharges his duties. properly 
and satisfactorily. 

“Mr. Powell, in order to build up an or- 
ganization which will afford him support 
and greater compensation than he can, 
doubtless, get in any other way, has been 
endeavoring for the last three years to 
build up his organization among the tele- 
graphic employees of the Southern rail- 
way. As to whether this class of em- 
ployees sees proper to join it is not a mat- 
ter of any interest to the railway com- 
pany; it cares neither the one way nor the 
other; that is a matter for the individual 
employee to determine for himself; but 
the railway company does very seriously 
object to the questionable methods used 
for securing such membership among its 
employees, especially when that organiza- 
tion, as representea by Mr. Powell under- 
takes to come in between the individual 
employee and is employer and to usurp 
to itself the right to say upon what terms 
and conditicns the employee is to do his 
work. That is an interference which the 
railway company will not tolerate, nor 
do we understand that our employees are 
prepared to surrender this right to Mr. 
Powell. This is all there is in this case. 

“The rights of the indiyidual employee 
and the conditions of his service have, in 
no sense, been abridged by the railway 
company; but, on the other hand, every 
effort of the railway company has been 
given towards bettering the condition of 
its employees and there is not a moment 
of the day or night but that such em- 
ployees cannot :reely go to the proper 
official of the railway company and have 
their cases given most careful consider- 
ation. With this, the rank and file of the 
men are thoroughly satisfied, and from 
time to time they are individually and 
coLectively presenting their cases as they 
arise and are having them properly ad- 
justed; but Mr. Powell, as president of 
the urder of Railway Telegraphers, is not 
satisfied. He, an outsider, desires to come 
into the situation and have all such ques- 
tions handled through his organization 
and have these questions shaped up on 
such lines as his organization may dictate. 
The railway company has no such under- 
standing with him, is not employing him 
for that purpose, and is not employing 
the men with reference to whether they

does not propose to delegate to that or- 
ganization the shaping of such matters or

“This position is well understood and 
thoroughly accepted, as being right and 
proper by the employees of the Southern 
Railway Company. They a.. are satisfied 
with their condition and have no special 
grievances to offer, which they cannot 
readily present to the company through 
the proper channels. 

“Mr. Powell, doubtless, fully recognizes 
this, but having, for the reasons stated, 
started fn on a campaign several years 
ago to strengthen his organization on the 
lines of the Southern Railway Company, 
and having very signaliy failed in accom- 


| plishing that purpose, he'now, in order to 


create the impression that his organiza- 
tion is one of strength on these iines, is 
endeavoring by inflammatory articies and 
appeals to bring about trouble and confu- 
sion, and is sending’ out word tnat ae Las 
th2 support of a large majority of the 
men in this movement. Sucha statement 
is false. He publishes the statement that 
7 per cent of the men are in sympathy 
with this movement and have soe s#)sgnified 
their co-operation, 

‘“‘In a circular which he sent out, asking 
the men to vote for or against a strike,

SAME OLD PRICE 


Families Are- Supplied at the Prices of 
Last Year. 


PACKING HOUSES PAY MORE 


Peddlers Also Are Paying More for 
Ice at the Platforms. 


PRICE TO OTHERS HAS NOT ADVANCED 


Impression Had Been Made Through- | 


out the City That the Price Had 
| Been Increased. 


———_—— 


There has been no incréase in the price 
of ice in this city, except to the packing 
houses and peddlers. To all others the 
price will remain the same. This is the 
information furnished by Solomon Ben- 
jamin, secretary and treasurer of the 
Standard Ice Company, and it is interest- 
ing in view of the impression throughout 
the city that the price of ice had been 
advanced, through what has been be- 
HNeved to be a combine of the manufac- 
turers of this city. 

Ice has advanced to the packing houses 
874g cents per ton and peddlers will pay 
from 6 
more, 
chased. 

The impression that the price of the 
Product had advanced prébably gained 
credence through the fact that two fac- 
tories, which last year undersold their 
competitors, are this year not In business. 
These two concerns sold their product at 
prices that the ice men of Atlanta de- 
clare were entirely too low, and some 
atitribute their discontinuance in business 
to the fact that they made no profit from 
their sales jast season. 

Those, therefore, who last year pur- 
chased ice from the two defunct concerns 
are now required to pay prices that the 
other manuficturers have steadily main- 
tained, which give rise to the belief that 
ice hud this year advanced in price. 

The Standard Ice Company controls the 
output of the other local factories, or 
rather as much of the output as it can 
use. Tt ig for this reason, it is said, that 
a uniform price will be maintained, and 
not because there has been a trust or 
combine formed. ' 

The packing houses which have been 
paying $ per ton for ice in the winter 
season and $3.25 per ton in the summer, 
which is $3.12% for the year, will in fu- 
ture pay $4 per ton, an increase of 87% 
cents per ton during the entire year. 

Peddlers will now pay 2 cents per hun- 
dred pdunds for ice at the platform, 
which was the price until last summer, 
when {it was reduced to 15 and 20 cents. 

These are the only increase in the price 
of the product. : 

Families will be supplied from’ the 
wagons at 40 cents per hundred pounds in 
quantities of from twenty-five to fifty 
pounds. When ice is sold strictly in hun- 
dred pound deliveries the price will be 306 
cents per hundred pounds. In quantities

Mr. Benjamin Talks. 

Mr. Benjamin, of thé Standard Ice 
Company, said last night in speaking of 
the present situation in Atlanta and of 
the common belief that the price of the 
product had been advanced: 

“No trust has been formed among the 
ice manufacturers. With as much jus- 
tice it might be said that the Southern 
rizilway and the Central of Georgia rail- 
road had formed a combination because 
the fare from Atlanta to Macon is the 
same, or the Western and Atlantic and 
the Southern might be charged with 
forming a combination because the fre 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga is the same. 

“The price of ice in Atlanta has not 
been advanced so far as the families of 
the city are concerned. They are paying 
the same price that they have been pay- 
ing: for the past five years. We were 
compelled to advance a little to the pack- 
ing houses because we could not afford 
to supply them this year at the o!d price. 
Coal has advanced, the price of ammonia’ 
has gone up, iron is selling for a higher 
price now,and the other articles used in 
the manufacture of ice have jncreased. 
We were letting the packing houses have 
ice arc a very low figure and it was neces- 
sary to advance in order to make a 
profit.’’

There has been no sign of opposition to 
any of the statehouse officers with the 
exception of Commissioner Eason. The 
only official who will not be re-elected is 
State Treasurer W. J. Speer, who de- 
cided on account of {ll health not to seek 
renomination at the hands of his party.

IGNATIUS DONNELLY ON 
THE BIRTH OF POPULISM 


The crowd that heard Ignatius Donnelly 
last night was a small one. A great 
many of the populists left town on the 
late afternoon trains, and the heavy show- 
er of rain that fell just before 8 o'clock 
kept others away. | 

Mr. Donnelly, accompanied by his wife, 
arrived promptiy at 8 o’clock, but did 
not begin this speech until half an hour 
had passed. His audience did not mani- 
fest much enthusiasm at any time during 
the course of his address. 

Mr. Donnelly was Introduced by M. D. 
Raga one of the delegates to the conven- 

on, 

He began his address by saying that he 


did not intend to abuse anyone, but in | 


the heel of his address he gave the. dem- 
ocratic party, the railroads and the news- 
papers a few raps; declared that some of 
the New England states had fallen below 
the level of self-government, and rasped 
some of the fusionists of his party for 
their alleged treachery. 

“The democrats,’’ he said, ‘have stolen 
our principles and bribed our leaders.”’ 
This statement was greeted with scatter- 
ing applause. 

Mr. Donnelly said in part: 

“I am not hereao abuse anyone. Allof 
the people desire to do right. No Amer- 
ican would cast a ballot that would in- 
jure his country. , 

“The people’s party is an outgrowth of 
the census of 18%. This may seem a queer 
fact. This census 
threw a flood of 
light on our coun- 
try. 

“The census 
showed that our 
population had in- 
creased 25 per cent;

gage debt 156 per 
tent. Our  farm- 
owning families 
had increased 2% 1 | 
per cent and our;

try. “LOGICAT..” 

“These were appalling results. This 
state of affairs could not continue without 
wrecking the country. If one hundred 
years of government had brought us to 
this pass, what would fifty years further 
bring us to?’ 

Iiere Mr. Donnelly quoted some detailed 
statistics on the mortgage debt, crime and 
insanity, taken from the ‘last census bul- 
letins, He referred to them as terrble 
facts, and said that they proved the deg- 
radation of the American people. 

“The people,” he said, ‘‘ began to think. 
They said to themselves these evils came 
about under the administration of the 
democratic and republican parties, and we 
must look to a new party to eradicate 
them. The birth of the third party was 
the most magnificent uprising of the in- 
telligence of the people 1 have ever 
known.
